Note . — In addition to the foregoing fixed Allowances, Resident Magistrates are allowed extra Pay at tho rate of 15*. per night, for every night 
necessarily absent from home on duty ; but when Petty Sessions are not more than 12 miles distant from tho Station, no extra pay is chargeable, 
unless the Magistrate shall have been necessarily detained by duty for the night. For any distance travelled by a magistrate beyond 20 miles in 
going to a scene of duty, and 20 miles in returning, or 20 miles a day on a tour of duty, he is entitlod to an allowance of 1*. per mile unless a railway 
or other public conveyance is available at less cost than such rate of allowance. 

On change of station by order of Government, a Resident Magistrate is entitled to charge full mileage from the old to the new station, and also 
receives an allowance of 33 1.
